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Report  of  Selectmen 

During  the  past  year  your  Selectmen  have  car- 
ried out  the  highway  work  as  planned  for  in  last 
year's  budget.  Oak  Street  was  rebuilt,  oiled  and 
put  in  first  class  condition.  Franklin  Street  also  was 
rebuilt,  but  not  yet  oiled.  The  money  appropriated 
for  Federal  Hill  road  made  a  vast  improvement 
there,  and  we  have  been  assured  that  the  state  will 
this  year  build  in  another  stretch  as  a  State  Aid  con- 
structed road. 

On  our  State  Aid  constructed  Mason  road  we  put 
in  3300  feet  of  road  at  a  cost  of  $3950.00  with  12 
to  18  inches  of  gravel  fill  over  that  muddy  stretch. 

Our  highway  department  account  was  over- 
drawn, due  to  the  fact  that  we  spent  twice  as  much 
on  oiling  our  town  streets  as  planned.  This  was 
found  advisable  on  account  of  the  price  we  could 
obtain  on  the  oil  and  the  condition  of  the  streets,  so 
we  made  a  one  year  job  of  it  rather  than  two. 

The  Selectmen  thought  it  advisable  to  buy  a 
right  of  way  through  the  so-called  mill  yard  and 
open  up  a  street  for  the  convenience  of  citizens  liv- 
ing in  that  district.  Some  work  will  have  to  be  done 
here  in  the  spring. 

Dearborn  Street,  also  Cottage,  will  have  to  be 
rebuilt  the  coming  year.

In  rendering  this  report  perhaps  it  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  increasing 
cost  of  supporting  our  dependents,  but  perhaps 
there  are  a  few  facts  not  generally  known.  The 
county  charges  are  cared  for  under  direction  of  the 
County  Commissioners.  In  the  above  county  charges 
there  are  twenty-one  children,  and  no  one  wants  to 
see  them  neglected  as  to  food  or  care.  In  the  four 
families  aided  by  the  town  there  are  ten  small  chil- 
dren. The  inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
recommends  that  each  child  have  at  least  one  quart 
of  milk  per  day.  This  item  alone,  at  the  present 
price  of  milk,  if  adhered  to  would  amount  to  nearly 
the  whole  amount  expended  on  the  town  charges  for 
the  total  thirty-one  persons.  Again  the  old  time 
ideas  of  economy  have  been  discarded,  especially 
among  those  aided  by  the  public.

The  committee  feel  that  the  past  year  has  been 
one  of  real  accomplishment.  In  some  ways  it  has 
been  the  most  active  of  any.  The  wet  summer 
added  greatly  to  the  expense  of  keeping  the  grounds 
under  the  care  of  the  committee  in  shape.  Frequent 
mowing  was  made  necessary  and  the  care  of  Endi- 
cott  Park  seemed  almost  continuous. 

Town  water  was  carried  to  the  ball  field  and  two 
drinking  bubblers  installed.  These  bubblers  quick- 
ly met  disaster  at  the  hands  of  small  boys  who  ap- 
parently used  them  for  targets  for  throwing  stones. 
After  being  broken  several  times  it  was  found  nec- 
essary to  remove  them  after  ever  ball  game.  The 
ball  field  was  materially  improved  on  the  north  side 
by  regrading  and  seeding.  This  was  a  much  needed 
improvement  and  might  be  continued  annually  over 
the  field  at  small  cost  until  the  whole  field  is  vastly 
and  permanently  improved. 

The  committee  coperated  with  the  town  and 
Civic  Club  in  the  installation  of  permanent  poles  on 
the  park  for  electric  lighting  at  any  time  it  is  de- 
sired. They  also  had  the  cooperation  of  the  N.  H. 
Public  Service  Company,  who  made  a  generous  con- 
tribution. 

The  committee  cooperated  with  the  Legion  and 
the  Civic  Club  in  the  installation  of  a  permanent 
Christmas  tree  on  the  Oval.     The  total  expense  of 
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this  tree  was  $145,  of  which  the  Parks  and  Play- 
ground committee  pays  one-third. 

The  one  effort  of  the  committee  which  needs  the 
most  careful  attention  is  the  upkeep  of  the  play- 
ground equipment  at  the  different  schoolhouses.  This 
must  never  be  allowed  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condi- 
tion. The  expense  of  this  upkeep  last  year  was 
$170  and  we  expect  it  will  be  the  same  this  year.  It 
was  not  thought  wise  this  winter  to  experiment  with 
a  skating  rink  for  the  children.  Nature  provided 
good  skating  most  of  the  winter  and  no  artificial 
rink  was  necessary. 

The  only  unusual  expense  for  the  coming  year 
that  the  committee  can  look  forward  to  now  is  the 
building  over  of  the  seats  at  Endicott  Park,  and  for 
this  work  we  have  recommended  the  appropriation 
of  $100. 

The  committee  suggests  the  following  as  the 
budget  for  1929  :  Endicott  Park  $300  ;  Shepard  Park 
$100;  playground  equipment  $100;  seats  at  Endi- 
cott park  $100.    Total  $650.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1929. 

After  paying  off  our  serial  notes  and  interest,  we 
have  a  good  surplus  to  turn  over  to  the  town.  We 
have  only  one  year  more  to  pay  on  our  filter  notes 
and  the  $10,000  issue. 

We  have  repaired  22  leaking  goosenecks  and 
replaced  two  hydrants  which  were  broken  off  by 
automobiles. 

Nothing  has  been  done  to  increase  our  water 
supply.  We  had  our  usual  shortage  of  water  in 
August  and  September.  We  used  part  brook  water 
for  48  days,  which  caused  a  great  deal  of  dissatis- 
faction. 

We  are  printing  the  treasurer's  condensed  re- 
ports for  the  year  1919  and  the  present  year  for 
comparison,  showing  a  good  growth  for  the  period 
of  ten  years.

REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     IMPROVING 
STANDPIPE  SERVICES 


Boston,  Mass.,  November  5,  1928. 
Committee  on  Improving  Standpipe  Service, 
Milford,  N.  H. 
Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  have 
made  an  investigation  of  the  present  standpipe  and 
submit  the  following  report  upon  the  same  together 
with  recommendations  for  improving  the  service 
and  pressure  throughout  the  town. 

The  present  standpipe  is  located  in  the  souther- 
ly part  of  the  town  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  piping 
or  distributing  system,  and  at  a  point  about  800  feet 
easterly  from  South  Street.  It  is  25  feet  in  diameter 
by  70  feet  high  and  has  a  capacity  of  257,000  gal- 
lons. 

The  top  is  205.8  feet  above  the  floor  of  the 
pumping  station. 

The  standpipe  is  connected  to  the  distributing 
system  by  a  10  inch  pipe. 

With  a  full  standpipe,  the  static  head  along 
South  Street  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  Sou- 
hegan  River  is  from  200  to  210  feet  depending  upon 
the  elevation  of  the  ground.  In  the  higher  portions 
of  the  town  the  available  static  head  is  materially 
less  than  it  is  along  South  Street  and  the  other  low 
laying  areas. 

I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Campbell,  your  superin- 
tendent, that  during  the  night  hours  when  the  pump 
is  not  running,  the  water  level  in  the  standpipe 
drops  to  an  elevation  so  low  that  the  available  head 
in  the  higher  sections  of  the  town  is  not  sufficient  to 
furnish  fire  protection. 

The  standpipe  has  a  capacity  (per  foot  in  depth) 
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of  3672  gallons,  and  should  a  large  fire  occur  when 
the  water  level  was  from  25  to  30  feet  below  the  top 
the  available  static  head  due  to  the  removing  water 
in  the  standpipe  would  be  extremely  light. 

In  case  of  a  fire  requiring  the  use  of  from  4  to  5 
fire  streams  the  amount  used  would  be  from  800  to 
1000  gallons  per  minute  and  should  it  be  necessary 
to  maintain  this  service  for  a  period  of  two  hours, 
from  95,000  to  120,000  gallons  would  be  drawn 
from  the  tank.  This  amount,  provided  the  pump 
was  not  running  would  lower  the  water  level  from 
26  to  33  feet  and  should  the  level  in  the  standpipe 
at  the  beginning  of  such  a  fire  be  from  25  to  30  feet 
below  the  top,  the  draft  as  above  shown  would  low- 
er the  water  surface  to  a  point  from  50  to  60  feet. 
This  would  reduce  the  pressure  throughout  the  en- 
tire town,  and  at  the  higher  elevations  the  fire  ser- 
vice would  be  extremely  poor. 

In  addition  to  drawing  the  water  level  down  in 
the  standpipe,  the  loss  in  pressure  due  to  friction  in 
the  street  mains  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 
The  present  main  in  South  Street  from  a  point  near 
the  junction  of  the  line  leading  to  the  standpipe  to 
the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  tracks  is  8  inches  in 
diameter.  This  line  is  reinforced  for  a  portion  of 
the  way  by  a  6  inch  pipe  in  Marshall  Street.  Even  if 
this  pipe  was  new  there  would  be  a  large  loss  in 
pressure  due  to  friction  when  drawing  any  consid- 
erable amount  of  water. 

Considering  the  age  of  the  pipe  there  is  little 
doubt  but  that  the  interior  surface  is  more  or  less 
rough  and  corroded  and  the  loss  due  to  friction 
would  be  materially  greater  than  would  be  the  case 
with  new  pipe. 

With  the  present  location  of  the  standpipe  and 
street  piping  the  entire  supply,  or  all  water  used  by

the  village  both  for  domestic  use  and  fire  protection 
must  be  drawn  through  this  line  and  the  loss  in  head 
due  to  friction  must  be  deducted  from  the  static  or 
standpipe  head.  If  the  use  of  the  present  standpipe 
and  piping  system  leading  from  a  point  near  the 
Pumping  Station  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad 
is  to  be  continued  the  water  should  be  maintained 
at  a  high  level  in  the  tank  at  all  times  and  which 
would  necessitate  operating  the  pumps  for  longer 
periods  each  day.  In  fact  with  the  present  supply 
it  might  mean  continuous  or  nearly  continuous 
pumping. 

Briefly  the  present  standpipe  is  not  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  furnish  fire  protection  or  to  maintain  the 
pressure  necessary  to  provide  good  or  even  fair  fire 
service  in  the  higher  portions  of  the  town. 

I  have  made  an  examination  in  order  to  deter- 
mine whether  it  would  be  possible  to  construct  a 
standpipe  having  a  greater  diameter  than  the  pres- 
ent one  and  consequently  a  larger  capacity  per  foot 
in  depth  and  with  the  top  or  flow  line  at  the  same 
level  as  the  present  tank.  The  surveys  show  that 
there  are  two  locations  where  such  a  standpipe 
might  be  constructed.    The  locations  are  as  follows: 

First,  on  the  high  land  located  about  300  feet 
east  of  the  present  standpipe;  and  second,  on  the 
hill  or  high  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  river 
at  a  point  about  1000  feet  northerly  from  Mont  Ver- 
non street. 

The  first  location  is  an  ideal  one  as  far  as  low 
cost  of  construction  is  concerned. 

The  foundation  would  be  on  solid  ledge  and  it 
would  not  be  expensive. 

As  the  location  is  near  the  present  standpipe  the 
cost  of  connecting  it  with  the  piping  system  would 
be  small.     It  would  require  about  400  feet  of  new 
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main.  The  elevation  of  the  surface  of  the  ledge  un- 
der consideration  is  263.7  or  30  feet  higher  than  the 
ground  at  the  present  standpipe. 

By  constructing  a  standpipe  40  feet  in  height  the 
top  would  be  at  the  same  elevation  as  the  present 
tank  and  the  water  level  would  be  the  same  in  both. 
A  tank  40  feet  high  by  45  feet  in  diameter  would 
have  a  capacity  of  476,000  gallons  or  nearly  double 
the  capacity  of  the  present  tank.  The  advantage  of 
such  a  tank  over  the  present  one  is  the  capacity  per 
foot  in  depth  or  11,900  gallons  as  against  3,672  gal- 
lons. 

The  capacity  of  the  two  tanks  together  per  foot 
in  depth  would  be  15,572  gallons. 

In  case  of  fire  and  using  4  to  5  streams  for  a 
period  of  two  hours,  the  water  level  in  both  tanks 
would  be  lowered  from  6  to  7  feet  only  and  if  they 
were  full  at  the  beginning  of  the  fire  the  static  head 
would  be  ample  to  provide  good  fire  protection 
throughout  the  town,  and  there  would  be  sufficient 
storage  in  the  tanks. 

There  is  one  objection  to  the  above  location.  As 
before  stated,  it  is  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  piping 
system,  also  at  a  point  near  the  pumping  station  and 
source  of  supply,  and  should  a  break  in  the  main 
pipe  leading  from  the  pumping  station  to  a  point 
near  the  Boston  &  Maine  R.  R.  occur,  the  Village 
would  be  without  water  until  repairs  could  be  made. 

Another  objection  to  the  location  is  the  fact  that 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  village  is  located  on 
the  northerly  side  of  the  river,  and  under  the  pres- 
ent piping  system  all  of  the  area  north  of  the  river 
is  supplied  through  a  single  line  of  pipe. 

This  pipe  is  laid  over  the  bridge  crossing  the 
river  at  South  Street  and  should  a  serious  accident 
occur  to  the  bridge,  through  flood    or    from    other 
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causes  the  entire  north  side  of  the  town  would  be 
without  water. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  general  efficiency 
of  the  entire  system  the  second  location  is  by  far  the 
more  desirable.  It  is  located  at  the  extreme  north- 
erly end  of  the  piping  system.  The  elevation  of  the 
hill  is  such  as  will  allow  of  constructing  a  standpipe 
40  feet  in  height  with  the  top  at  the  same  level  as 
the  top  of  the  present  standpipe.  With  a  tank  of 
this  height  and  45  feet  in  diameter  the  total  storage 
would  be  476,000  gallons  or  11,900  gallons  per  foot 
in  depth. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  first  location,  the  foundation 
would  be  on  solid  ledge. 

The  standpipe  would  be  connected  to  the  pres- 
ent pipe  in  Mt.  Vernon  street  and  in  connection  with 
the  piping  a  line  should  be  laid  from  Mont  Vernon 
Street  across  the  river  and  through  the  school 
grounds  and  connecting  with  the  present  8  inch 
main  on  Elm  Street.  This  will  provide  two  river 
crossings,  each  being  independent  from  the  other. 

This  connection  with  the  6  inch  main  in  Mont 
Vernon  Street  will  increase  the  pressure  in  the  en- 
tire area  north  of  the  river  and  continuing  the  line 
across  the  river  and  connecting  with  the  Elm  Street 
main  will  give  an  independent  line  direct  from  the 
standpipe  to  a  point  near  the  center  of  the  distribut- 
ing system  of  the  village. 

The  total  distance  from  the  standpipe  to  Elm 
Street,  including  the  river  crossing,  is  3400  feet  and 
the  pipe  should  be  12  inches  in  diameter. 

The  advantage  of  the  second  location  is  the  fact 
that  all  of  the  water  must  be  pumped  through  the 
distributing  mains  before  it  enters  the  standpipe.  As 
the  top  of  the  present  and  proposed  tank  would  be 
at  the  same  elevation  and  as    they    are    located  at 
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each  end  of  the  piping  system  the  pressure  through- 
out the  village  would  be  far  more  uniform  than 
would  be  the  case  with  one  tank  alone,  or  with 
both  tanks  located  at  the  first  described  location. 

In  order  to  keep  the  present  tank  from  overflow- 
ing it  will  be  necessary  to  either  cramp  or  adjust  the 
valves  in  the  pipe  leading  to  the  tank  or  to  install  an 
automatic  float  valve  which  would  automatically 
close  at  such  time  as  the  water  level  reached  some 
predetermined  level. 

With  both  standpipes  kept  full,  or  practically  so, 
the  pressure  throughout  the  village  would  be  from 
10  to  20  pounds  greater  than  it  is  now  possible  to 
maintain.  This  is  due  to  the  small  storage  in  pres- 
ent standpipe  and  the  fact  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
keep  it  full  during  times  of  heavy  draft. 

In  connection  with  the  piping  system  I  would 
recommend  that  a  line  of  pipe  10  inches  in  diameter 
be  laid  through  private  land  across  the  brook  and 
railroad  track  from  a  point  in  South  Street  near  the 
pumping  station  to  the  intersection  of  Oak  and 
Smith  Streets.  Such  a  connection  will  provide  for 
two  extra  lines  of  6  inch  pipe  in  Oak  and  Union 
Streets,  each  leading  directly  into  the  center  of  the 
Village.  This  connection  will  be  of  material  benefit 
to  the  system  and  should  be  made  even  in  case  it  is 
decided  not  to  build  a  new  standpipe. 

The  length  of  the  above  line  as  scaled  from  the 
Water  Works  map  is  about  800  feet  and  the  ex- 
pense should  not  exceed  $2000.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  MANAGER 

SYSTEM 


The  resolutions  offered  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1928  and  adopted  at  said  meeting,  call- 
ed for  a  committee  of  three  to  investigate  into  the 
Town  Manager  system  and  report  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  annual  town  meeting  to  be  held 
in  1929,  said  report  to  be  published  in  the  Milford 
Cabinet. 

The  committee  appointed  submit  the  following 
report. 

Handicapped  by  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  sys- 
tem as  in  force  in  many  towns  and  cities,  it  was 
rather  difficult  starting  an  investigation.  We  found 
several  towns  and  cities  in  New  England  had  in- 
stalled the  manager  plan  and  we  corresponded  with 
the  town  or  city  clerks  of  several  places,  asking  for 
information,  and  found  they  were  very  glad  to  as- 
sist us. 

We  visited  the  town  of  Norwood,  Mass.,  where 
the  plan  has  been  in  force  the  past  14  years  and  met 
several  of  the  town  officials  who  gave  us  much  in- 
formation, and  they  were  very  enthusiastic  about 
the  system,  saying  that  it  had  brought  many  public 
improvements  that  would  have  been  impossible  oth- 
erwise. 

We  also  visited  Brattleboro,  Vt.,  at  the  invitation 
of  the  Town  Manager  and  had  a  fine  opportunity  of 
seeing  the  system  in  use  there  in  its  actual  workings. 
Brattleboro  adopted  the  plan  in  1928. 

We  found  there  is  an  association  known  as  the 
International  City  Managers  Association,  with  head- 
quarters in  Lawrence,  Kansas.  This  association  is 
composed  of  men  who  are  city  and  town  managers 
from  all  parts  of  the    United    States.     We  learned 
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there  are  nearly  400  municipalities  which  have 
adopted  the  manager  plan,  which  originated  in 
Staunton,  Va.,  in  1908.  Records  show  that  14  com- 
munities have  discarded  the  plan  after  having  tried 
it.  We  found  that  invariably  the  reason  of  the  re- 
jection of  the  manager  plan  was  politics  and  not  the 
fault  of  the  system  itself. 

The  manager  system  is  based  upon  what  is 
known  as  the  Model  City  Charter  and  all  municipal- 
ities follow  this  model  as  near  as  possible  with 
changes  adopted  for  local  conditions.  The  plan 
does  not  interfere  with  the  system  of  selecting  your 
town  officials.  The  manager  is  selected  by  the  se- 
lectmen and  is  chosen  for  his  ability,  education  and 
experience  in  the  manager  system.  He  is  answer- 
able to  the  selectmen  alone  for  his  acts  and  the  se- 
lectmen have  the  power  to  discharge  the  manager 
for  cause  at  any  time.  The  voters  have  the  privilege 
to  adopt  or  reject  the  plan  at  each  annual  town 
meeting. 

The  manager's  duties  are  as  follows:  He  has 
complete  charge  of  the  Highway,  Police,  Fire,  Wa- 
ter and  Sewer  departments,  also  acts  as  Overseer  of 
the  Poor,  and  has  charge  of  the  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds and  all  town  buildings,  keeping  them  in  re- 
pair. He  acts  as  purchasing  agent  for  the  town  in 
buying  all  supplies  for  the  various  departments  in- 
cluding the  schools.  This  alone  means  saving  of 
many  dollars  where  supplies  are  bought  on  a  com- 
petitive basis. 

We  found  by  asking  many  business  men  in  the 
various  communities  where  the  manager  plan  is  in 
force,  that  invariably  they  say  it  has  saved  the  town 
many  many  dollars. 

In  some  communities  where  conditions  were  so 
demoralized,  the  best  citizens  would  not  serve  in 
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any  official  capacity  before  the  plan  was  adopted. 
After  a  manager  had  gotten  affairs  straightened 
and  running  smoothly  those  same  citizens  were  very 
willing  to  serve. 

Efficiency  is  the  real  basis  of  the  manager  plan, 
putting  efficiency  into  municipal  affairs  and  having 
them  run  similar  to  a  private  concern,  eliminating 
all  politics. 

We  have  corresponded  with  citizens  in  Nor- 
wood, Mass.,  Waltham,  Mass.,  Portland,  Me.,  Leb- 
anon, N.  H.,  Brattleboro,  Vt.,  also  with  men  who  are 
well  posted  upon  the  system  in  other  cities  and 
towns  and  all  have  spoken  in  very  favorable  terms 
of  it. 

One  of  your  committee  recently  visited  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  and  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  cities  who  have 
adopted  the  manager  plan,  and  asked  many  busi- 
ness men  their  opinion  of  the  system  and  all  spoke 
very  highly  of  it  and  told  of  the  many  improvements 
since  its  installation. 

The  committee  found  that  opposition  to  the  plan 
generally  came  from  politicians  who  for  obvious 
reasons  were  against  the  system.  In  towns  of  two 
thousand  or  more  population,  opposition  to  adopt- 
ing the  plan  was  caused  by  lack  of  knowledge  of  the 
system,  but  after  the  plan  had  been  given  a  fair  trial 
those  who  had  been  strongly  against  it  were  the 
loudest  in  their  praise,  having  been  convinced  it 
was  the  best  method  of  conducting  the  business  of 
the  community. 

By  this  system  of  management  generally  the  tax 
rate  has  been  lowered  and  deficits  turned  to  a  cash 
balance  on  hand.  In  the  town  of  Bellows  Falls,  Vt., 
having  just  issued  its  annual  report,  there  is  shown 
a  balance  of  $23,000  under  the  manager  plan,  some- 
thing never  known  before  in  that  town. 
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Your  committee  was  very  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  Mr.  Carl  E.  Hollender  and  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Plattner  of  Brattleboro,  Vt.,  to  address  the 
voters  of  Milford  and  explain  the  system.  Mr.  Platt- 
ner, the  Town  Manager  of  Brattleboro,  and  Mr. 
Hollender,  an  investigating  engineer,  were  without 
a  doubt  the  two  best  informed  men  procurable  to 
give  the  first  hand  explanation  of  the  system.  Mr. 
Hollender  was  selected  by  the  Brattleboro  Club,  a 
civic  organization,  to  make  an  investigation  into  the 
manager  plan  and  through  his  report  the  citizens  of 
that  town  learned  of  the  merits  of  the  system  and 
adopted  it.  Both  these  gentlemen  have  rendered 
many  favors  to  your  committee  for  which  we  feel 
greatly  indebted  to  them,  as  they  would  accept  no 
fee  for  traveling  to  Milford  and  addressing  the  two 
meetings  held  for  the  public. 

The  Committee,  after  their  investigation  of  the 
manager  plan,  are  convinced  that  it  is  the  most  prac- 
tical method  of  conducting  the  town  affairs.  Not 
wishing  to  make  this  report  too  long,  we  would  refer 
the  voters  to  the  articles  published  in  the  Milford 
Cabinet  the  past  few  weeks,  pertaining  to  the  man- 
ager plan.  These  articles  were  furnished  by  one  of 
the  committee  and  answer  the  many  inquiries  we 
have  had  the  past  year  regarding  the  manager  plan. 

The  resolution  calls  for  the  report  of  the  advis- 
ability of  Milford  adopting  the  town  manager  plan 
and  we  as  a  committee  do  recommend  and  advise 
the  voters  to  adopt  the  town  manager  plan  as  soon 
as  possible.  Laws  have  been  passed  at  the  present 
session  of  the  General  Court  that  enable  any  town  to 
adopt  the  plan.  Therefore  all  that  is  needed  is  a 
majority  vote  at  this  coming  town  meeting  to  adopt 
the  plan. 

Your  Committee  will    endeavor    to    answer    all 
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questions  relating  to  the  subject  at  the  annual  town 
meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Milf  ord  Free  Library : 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Mil- 
ford  Free  Library  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1929. 

This  year  we  report  the  largest  circulation  ever 
reached  in  the  history  of  the  library,  43,101,  an  av- 
erage circulation  of  142.  Taking  the  1920  census 
figures  for  our  population  this  means  11  books  per 
capita. 

We  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  two  sets  of 
books  which  have  been  added  to  the  library.  First, 
the  Chronicles  of  America,  fifty  volumes,  are  not 
only  valuable  for  reference,  "but  are  eminently 
readable,  built  for  a  pleasant  evening  at  home,"  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Dana,  the  well  known  librarian  of 
Newark.  Second,  the  Reference  Shelf,  a  series  of 
books,  forty-six  volumes,  are  useful  for  debates  in 
club  and  school.  We  have  bought  also  the  new  Unit- 
ed States  Catalog,  a  record  of  books  in  print  Janu- 
ary 1,  1928. 

As  we  sent  back  to  Washington  263  old  govern- 
ment reports,  the  number  of  bound  volumes  dis- 
carded is  unusually  large. 

Your  librarian  attended  the  meeting  of  the  New 
England  Library  Association  at  Portland  and  a  dis- 
trict meeting  at  Hollis.

The  Milford  Schools  have  in  our  opinion  con- 
tinued on  the  same  efficient  basis  as  in  the  past.  An 
analysis  of  the  cost  of  instruction  in  Milford  schools 
as  compared  with  the  average  costs  of  the  state 
shows  that  we  are  much  below  the  state  average. 
These  figures  are  shown  in  Superintendent  Bales' 
report. 

The  School  Board,  following  out  instructions 
given  them  at  the  last  district  meeting,  have  obtain- 
ed plans  and  an  estimate  of  the  costs  of  a  new  gym- 
nasium. The  plans  show  that  a  very  suitable  gym 
with  a  fair  seating  capacity  can  be  erected  over  the 
present  Mechanic  Arts  building. 

We  also  advertised  for  bids  on  the  Old  Brick 
building  which  will  not  be  opened  until  March  9th. 

Again  we  must  call  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  heating  plant  at  the  High  School  building  and 
provisions  must  be  made  in  the  near  future  for  re- 
placement. We  would  strongly  recommend  that  a 
survey  be  made  of  these  conditions.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Milf  ord : 

I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report,  which 
is  also  the  twenty-fourth  in  the  series  of  such  re- 
ports. 

Organization  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  40 

Districts  forming  this  Union  are  Amherst,  Brook- 
line,  Milford  and  Mont  Vernon.  The  School  Boards 
of  these  four  units  together  form  a  joint  board 
which  meets  each  year  in  the  spring  and  nominates 
a  superintendent.  This  nomination  is  approved 
and  contract  issued  provided  the  candidate  meets 
the  state  requirements,  which  must  include  teach- 
ing experience  of  at  least  five  years,  college  degree, 
and  passing  of  all  state  examinations.  The  joint 
board  determines  the  superintendent's  salary,  ar- 
ranges clerical  assistance  in  his  office  and  provides 
for  equipment  and  supplies  as  the  needs  of  the 
Union  require. 

Teachers 

The  four  one-room  schools  continue  with  the 
same  teachers,  as  follows:  Laurel,  Miss  C.  Frances 
King,  Grades  1-2-3 ;  North,  Mrs.  Alice  D.  Jennison, 
Grades  1-6;  Osgood,  Miss  Mary  E.  M.  Mack,  Grades 
1-6 ;  Pine  Valley,  Mrs.  Angela  B.  Berube,  Grades 
1-4. 

At  the  New  Elementary  Building,  Miss  Mary  A. 
Pettee,  Principal,  there  has  been  one  change.  Miss 
Beatrice  L.  Miller  of  Maine,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Normal  and  with  two  years'  experience  in  New 
Hampton,  N.  H.,  replaces  Miss  Ruth  Dearth  in 
grade  two. 

At  the  high  school,  Miss  Marguerite  Sawyer  and 
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Miss  Belle  Twombly  resigned  to  accept  better  posi- 
tions,— Miss  Sawyer  as  head  of  the  French  Depart- 
ment at  Cushing  Academy  and  Miss  Twombly  to 
join  the  teaching  staff  at  Concord  High  School.  Both 
were  receiving  our  maximum  salary  for  women 
teachers.  Their  places  are  taken  respectively  by 
Miss  Ruth  Walker  of  Boston,  a  graduate  of  Mount 
Holyoke  College  with  two  years'  experience  at 
Brunswick,  Maine,  and  Miss  Helen  Abbot  of  Wil- 
ton, a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire  University  1928. 

Miss  Fuller,  who  had  charge  of  all  of  the  music 
in  town  and  also  taught  English  in  the  High  School, 
declined  re-election  and  is  now  in  school  work  in 
Hinsdale,  N.  H.  Since  she  left  the  music  work  has 
been  rearranged  so  that  Amherst,  Brookline,  Mil- 
ford  and  Mont  Vernon  together  employ  a  music  su- 
pervisor for  full  time — a  plan  quite  to  the  advantage 
of  the  smaller  districts.  Miss  Dorothy  Cotton  of 
Derry,  a  graduate  of  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music, 
was  secured  for  this  position.  She  has  had  similar 
experience  in  a  group  of  towns  in  Maine. 

Miss  Stella  Smith  of  Keene  Normal  School  1928 
also  joined  our  staff  as  a  regular  teacher.  It  was 
impossible  to  secure  cadet  teachers  this  year  and  so 
Miss  Smith,  who  had  been  here  in  1927  as  a  cadet, 
was  the  logical  candidate  for  the  position.  Cadets 
will  be  available  again  next  year. 

Instruction 

High  School:  Since  September  1926  the  6-6  plan 
has  been  in  operation,  that  is,  six  years  of  elemen- 
tary and  six  years  of  junior  and  senior  high  com- 
bined. Pupils  in  grade  VII  and  VIII  now  have  two 
double  periods  per  week  for  practical  arts.  A  new 
subject,  Commerce,  required  of  all  in  grade  eight  is 
working  out  quite  successfully.  The  new  type  of 
textbook  in  Geography    for    grade  VIII  which  in- 
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eludes  a  study  of  all  of  the  countries  previously- 
studied  but  in  a  world  view  form  of  treatment  pro- 
vides an  excellent  summary  of  this  subject.  A  half- 
year  course  in  Sociology  offered  to  Seniors  seems  to 
fill  a  need,  touching  as  it  does  upon  problems  which 
these  more  mature  pupils  should  be  interested  in 
and  understand. 

The  timetable  is  so  arranged  that  the  teaching 
load  is  more  evenly  distributed  than  has  been  pos- 
sible in  some  years.  The  average  number  of  pupils 
per  teacher  is  22.  A  further  discussion  including 
statistics  will  be  found  in  the  headmaster's  report. 

Elementary  Building:  Every  Monday  afternoon, 
a  teachers'  meeting  is  held  at  which  general  and 
special  problems  of  instruction  are  considered,  as 
well  as  other  routine  matters.  When  a  new  text- 
book is  purchased,  such  as  a  series  of  arithmetics, 
the  entire  group  of  teachers  from  first  grade  to  sixth 
together  make  a  study  of  the  books.  This  results 
in  more  carefully  defined  objectives  and  a  good  un- 
derstanding by  every  teacher  of  the  work  which 
precedes  and  follows  her  own.  In  all  subjects,  pu- 
pils are  being  required  to  respond  with  complete 
answers,  the  object  being  to  train  them  to  put  their 
thoughts  into  complete  and  clearly  expressed  oral 
sentences.  The  result  is  an  improvement  in  spoken 
English,  th  effect  of  which  has  become  noticeable  in 
the  work  of  the  higher  grades.  The  total  enroll- 
ment of  this  building  is  now  367,  which  makes  an 
average  of  31  per  teacher.  Incidentally,  it  might  be 
noted  that  there  are  at  present  137  vacant  seats, 
which  would  indicate  that  the  building  is  large 
enough  for  some  time  to  come. 

Rural  Schools:  Laurel  School  is  kept  open  to  ac- 
commodate small  children  for  whom  the  walking 
distance  to  the  village  is  rather  too  great.     Instruc- 
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tion  in  grade  I,  II,  III  only  is  given. 

North  School  remains  open  with  the  very  small 
enrollment  of  10.  When  Miss  Dearth  resigned  from 
grade  II,  the  closing  of  this  school  was  considered 
with  transfer  of  pupils  and  teacher  to  the  village.  If 
the  enrollment  continues  small,  this  should  be 
looked  into  another  year. 

Osgood  School  has  enough  pupils  to  warrant  its 
continuance.  A  year  ago  certain  families  expressed 
a  wish  that  their  children  might  attend  at  the  vil- 
lage, but  a  house  to  house  canvass  of  the  neighbor- 
hood showed  that  a  decided  majority  preferred 
otherwise  and  so  this  school  remains  open.  There 
are  enough  pupils  per  grade  to  give  competition  and 
interest.  Those  who  come  from  the  sixth  grade  in- 
to high  school  seem  to  make  the  adjustment  quite 
easily. 

Pine  Valley  School  presents  a  different  situa- 
tion entirely.  There  are  too  many  children  for  one 
teacher  to  have  all  pupils  from  grades  1-6  and  not 
enough  in  grades  1-6  to  warrant  two  teachers.  The 
best  solution  at  present  seems  to  be  to  transport 
grades  5  and  6  together  with  7  and  8,  who  would 
have  to  be  transported  anyway,  to  the  village.  Just 
as  soon  as  the  number  of  children  increases  suf- 
ficiently or  conditions  are  too  crowded  in  grades  5 
and  6,  the  best  thing  would  be  to  open  the  other 
room  at  this  school. 

All  of  the  rural  schools  have  had  the  same  teach- 
ers for  several  years,  which  is  rather  unusual  but  de- 
cidedly to  the  advantage  of  the  pupils. 

Transportation 

Year  by  year  roads  become  better  and  transpor- 
tation of  pupils  easier.  At  present  there  are  five 
routes.  Mr.  Foster  with  his  modern  school  bus  has 
a  double  route,  serving  the  Pine  Valley  group  and 
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pupils  on  the  Brookline  road  and  Federal  Hill.  This 
is  proving  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  service  for 
some  years,  with  the  prospect  that  the  same  type 
of  transportation  can  be  used  on  these  main  roads 
the  year  round.  All  other  routes  are  shorter  and 
smaller.  On  the  north  side,  Mr.  Trombly  brings  in 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  with  a  horse- 
drawn  conveyance.  Mr.  Cassanerio  has  a  very 
small  and  short  route  from  Ball  Hill  to  Osgood 
School.  Mr.  George  Kittredge  brings  the  Wolffer 
children  to  Osgood  School  and  then  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  pupils  from  there  to  the  village.  This 
route  is  by  automobile  and  is  giving  the  quickest 
and  best  service  yet  secured.  Of  course  a  closed 
winter  would  make  some  difference  in  the  ease  of 
transportation. 

It  is  possible  now  to  adopt  a  definite  policy  of 
automobile  routes  on  main  roads  with  side  routes 
as  required.  The  service  is  quicker  and  better  and 
the  cost  no  greater. 

Professional  Activities  and  Opportunities:  Dur- 
ing the  ten  year  period  under  discussion,  members 
of  the  school  board  have  become  more  and  more  in- 
terested in  professional  activities.  They  have  ai 
various  times  visited  Keene  Normal  School,  made 
trips  to  other  schools  to  see  the  work  of  other  teach- 
ers, and  attended  conventions  and  institutes,  both 
in  the  state  and  outside.  Visits  and  meetings  of  this 
sort  enable  those  whom  you  have  elected  to  have 
charge  of  your  schools  to  see  how  pupils  are  taught 
elsewhere,  to  confer  with  other  school  board  mem- 
bers and  to  hear  general  and  special  discussions  by 
prominent  educators  of  the  country.  The  result  is  a 
broader  general  outlook,  and  better  understanding 
of  modern  school  needs  and  so  an  increased  ability 
to  solve  local  problems.     Teachers,  likewise,  enjoy 
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these  professional  meetings  and  appreciate  the  will- 
ingness and  desire  of  local  authorities  that  they 
should  attend  them  all.  The  superintendent  of 
course  considers  it  to  be  his  duty  to  be  present  at 
state  and  local  meetings  and,  whenever  possible,  at 
national  meetings.  During  the  ten  years  past  he  has 
been  at  nearly  every  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Teachers'  Association  which  meets  in  October, 
at  the  spring  meetings  of  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Teachers'  Association  which  meets  in  Manchester  in 
May,  and  at  all  of  the  local  institutes  conducted  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  These  last  meetings 
are  usually  held  in  small  towns  for  the  benefit  of 
younger  and  inexperienced  teachers.  One  such  in- 
stitute was  held  in  Brookline  on  October  11,  1926. 
Mont  Vernon  had  one  on  September  17,  1924, 
and  Amherst  had  one  on  November  9,  1922. 
In  1924,  1927,  1928,  1929  your  superintendent  at- 
tended the  winter  meetings  of  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association  at  Chicago,  111.,  Dallas,  Texas,  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio.  These  national 
meetings  are  a  great  inspiration.  The  one  in  Boston 
was  so  near  that  practically  every  teacher  and  many 
school  board  members  in  this  union  attended.  All 
time  spent  in  this  manner  brings  good  returns  to  lo- 
cal school  systems. 

The  opportunities  for  training  for  teachers  in  New 
Hampshire  have  been  much  developed  during  ten 
years.  Whereas  a  few  years  ago,  high  school  grad- 
uation was  the  goal  of  some  but  not  the  accomplish- 
ment of  a  majority,  today,  college  graduation  has 
become  a  common  goal  and  the  accomplishment  of 
many.  Expressed  in  another  way,  this  means  that 
the  general  public  has  come  to  demand  that  there 
should  be  an  opportunity  open  to  all  for  studying 
beyond  the  high  school — perhaps  at  college  or  nor- 
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mal  school,  or  at  training  schools  for  nurses,  etc.  As 
a  result  our  own  state  college  has  now  become  New 
Hampshire  University,  opening  its  doors  widely  to 
girls  and  boys  and  receiving  them  in  great  numbers. 
Likewise,  our  normal  schools  at  Keene  and  Plymouth 
have  had  to  expand  rapidly  to  meet  the  demands 
upon  them.  Keene  has  grown  in  ten  years  from 
152  to  483  and  Plymouth  from  88  to  335. 

The  shortages  of  teachers  during  the  war  nas 
ceased  and  with  it  the  need  for  large  summer 
schools  to  train  emergency  candidates.  Instead  the 
summer  courses  are  held  at  Keene  and  Plymouth  in 
alternate  years  (Keene  1929). 

New  Hampshire  University  also  maintains  a 
summer  school  that  is  very  well  patronized. 

The  "aim  of  the  summer  school  is  now  to  give 
advanced  training,  or  a  period  of  renewed  study  to 
active  teachers.  No  longer  is  it  recommended  that 
the  least  successful  teachers  go  to  the  summer 
school  for  possible  improvement  but  rather  that  the 
thoroughly  successful  make  of  their  summers  a  time 
for  advancement  and  promotion."     (1)

To  this  end  they  have  a  two  year  course  for  ele- 
mentary teachers,  a  three  year  course  for  junior 
high  candidates,  and  since  1926  a  full  four  year 
course  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Education  for 
those  who  plan  to  teach  in  senior  high-  schools. 

Keene  alone  offers  four  year  curricula  in  home 
economics,  English  and  mechanic  arts  and  Plymouth 
alone  in  commerce  and  history.  The  object  through- 
out is  to  train  "teacher"  specialists  rather  than 
"subject"  specialists.     Such  a  procedure  is  correct 
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because  most  high  school  teachers  begin  their 
careers  in  small  high  schools  where  more  than  one 
subject  is  assigned  to  them. 

"Enrollment  in  the  four  year  curricula  is  strictly 
limited  to  selected  students  and  in  any  year  may  not 
exceed  thirty  graduates  for  both  schools." 

Costs 

A  few  comparative  figures  for  the  school  year 
1927-1928  will  show  how  Milford  stands.  These 
are  taken  largely  from  the  recent  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.

These  figures  for  high  schools  include  all  schools, 
large  and  small,  and  do  not  show  a  comparison  for 
schools  of  our  size. 

These  figures  on  salaries  should  be  followed  by 
a  quotation  from  the  State  Report  (page  70)  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  most  common  salary  paid  to  teachers  of 
rural  schools  is  $850 ;  of  village  elementary  schools, 
$950;  of  city  elementary  schools,  from  $1100  to 
$1500;  and  for  high  school  teachers  from  $1200  to 
$2000.  Salaries  have  been  increased  since  1926  in 
all  four  classes.  The  increase  has  been  smallest  in 
rural  and  village  schools  and  largest  in  city  elemen- 
tary and  senior  high  schools  .  .  .  ."  And  from 
page  77 :  "The  increase  in  salaries  for  all  elemen- 
tary, and  particularly  for  rural,  teachers  represents 
a  real  gain  in  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  em- 
ployed. The  increase  in  salaries  of  high  school 
teachers  represents  no  such  gain." 

In  current  cost  per  $1000  of  equalized  valuation 
Milf  ord  stands  No.  89  among  the  244  districts  of  the 
state  with  a  figure  of  $8.26  against  $3.48  for  No.  1 
and  $22.27  for  No.  244. 

Commissioner  Butterfield  has  recently  pointed 
out  that  the  World  War  has  caused  the  same  sort 
of  changes  in  school  costs  as  did  the  Civil  War.  Be- 
fore each  war  costs  had  been  along  a  certain  level 
for  many  years.  During  and  following  each  war  a 
sharp  rise  occurred  to  a  new  level  which,  in  the  case 
after  the  Civil  War  continued  without  much  change 
for  50  years.  Indications  are  that  a  similar  new 
level  has  now  been  reached  and  that  since  1924 
school  costs  have  become  stabilized. 
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Buildings,  Grounds  and  Equipment 

The  major  items  of  things  done  since  a  year  ago 
are: 

1.  Extensive  repairs  at  Pine  Valley  School,  in- 
cluding shingling,  new  inside  toilet  rooms  with 
chemical  toilets,  and  exterior  painting. 

2.  Improvement  of  roof  at  new  building. 

Items  to  plan  ahead  for  are : 

1.  Replacement  of  heating  plant  at  High  School. 

2.  Better  accommodations  for  commercial  de- 
partment. 

3.  Chemical  laboratory  refitted. 

4.  Metal  weather  strips  on  windows  at  High 
School. 

5.  Continuation  of  inside  refinishing  at  High 
School. 

6.  Blackboard  resurfacing. 

7.  Steel  ceiling  at  Osgood  School. 

8.  Painting  of  rural  buildings — one  each  year, 
Osgood  1929. 

Gymnasium 

This  project  is  a  need  of  the  town  as  a  whole. 
The  School  Board,  acting  under  instructions  given 
at  the  1928  annual  district  meeting,  have  investigat- 
ed the  possibility  of  building  such  a  structure  over 
the  present  shop  at  the  High  School.  Their  report 
with  sketches  will  be  ready  at  this  March  1929 
meeting.  Should  such  a  plan  materialize,  great  use 
could  be  made  of  the  building  for  an  enlarged  pro- 
gram of  health  instruction  as  well  as  many  other 
uses  in  the  nature  of  an  assembly  hall.  Relief  thus 
obtained  would  free  the    present    small    assembly 
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room  for  natural  expansion  of  high  school  enroll- 
ment. 

Conclusion 

During  the  ten  years  since  the  new  school  law  of 
1919,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  Milford  in 
remodeling  of  buildings  and  new  construction,  so 
that  our  schoolhouses  now  meet  modern  standards. 
With  the  reorganization  of  our  high  school  and 
closer  grading  in  rural  schools  the  opportunities  for 
children  have  been  bettered.  For  making  possible 
this  splendid  progress,  I  wish  to  express  my  grati- 
tude to  all  concerned — school  board  members, 
teachers,  and  citizens.  Now  our  attention  may  well 
be  given  to  building  up  and  maintaining  an  even 
higher  level  of  scholarship  than  heretofore.  This 
will  come  about  by  focusing  our  attention  upon  the 
most  important  link  in  the  educational  chain — 
GOOD  TEACHING.

Maintenance  of  Standards 

Detailed  work  reports  submitted  to  the  office  by 
each  teacher  show  that  the  requirements  in  the  dif- 
ferent departments  have  been  met.  In  addition  to 
th  teachers  meeting  state  and  local  requirements  I 
find  many  teachers  correlating  and  supplementing 
their  regular  work  with  extra  worth  while  projects. 
Teachers  occasionally  make  arrangements  for  their 
classes  to  visit  local  and  state  institutions  and  indus- 
trial plants  in  order  that  some  phase  of  their  theory 
may  be  correlated  with  the  practical  side. 

Last  year  the  State  Department  of  Education 
gave  to  all  seniors  in  the  state  three  standard  tests ; 
one  in  United  States  History,  one  in  English,  and  the 
third  was  the  Otis  Self-Administering  Test  of  Men- 
tal Ability.  Comparative  results  are  shown  in  the 
following  table :

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divided  by  five,  the  number  of  cases,  to  give  5.6  av- 
erage for  the  five  years.  As  Milford  and  Woods- 
ville  each  have  5.6,  they  are  tied  for  first  place  in 
their  division. 

Milford,  with  many  other  schools,  has  been  com- 
mended for  its  high  record  in  attendance. 

Extra-Curricula  Activities 

Some  of  our  extra-curricula  activities  in  which 
many  of  our  pupils  participate  are : 

1.  Athletics.  The  boys'  basketball  and  baseball 
teams  won  the  championship  in  these  two  sports  last 
year,  and  hence  added  two  more  trophies  to  our  col- 
lection. The  girls  had  a  fine  team,  finishing  in  sec- 
ond place  last  year.  This  year  our  girls  are  playing 
good  basketball,  and  having  lost  only  one  game  thus 
far,  they  are  leading  the  league.  Our  bays'  squad 
this  year  is  made  up  of  new  and  inexperienced  play- 
ers for  the  most  part. 

2.  Debating.  In  1926-27  we  entered  the  state 
debating  league  and  made  a  creditable  showing, 
winning  second  place  in  our  division.  In  1927-28 
Milford  won  the  championship  of  its  division  which 
gave  its  team  the  right  to  go  to  the  State  University 
to  compete  for  the  state  championship.  Our  teams 
were  defeated  by  older  and  more  experienced 
teams  from  larger  schools.  In  these  two  years  an  ex- 
cellent start  had  been  made  for  future  work  in  de- 
bating, plans  were  made  to  have  debating  on  a  par 
with  athletics,  and  pupils  could  win  a  letter  in  de- 
bating as  in  athletics.  School  opened  last  fall  with- 
out having  made  satisfactory  arrangements  for  a  de- 
bating coach,  the  result  of  which  has  meant  no  de- 
bating this  year.  Heretofore,  the  debating  has  been 
directed  by  a  teacher  who  has  taken  it  as  extra  work 
without  extra  pay.     In  my  opinion  the  amount  of

work  done  in  putting  a  debating  team  through  its 
season,  is  as  great  as  that  of  puting  an  athletic 
team  through  its  season.  I  hope  arrangements  may 
be  made  another  year  which  will  make  it  possible 
for  the  school  to  continue  its  work  in  debating. 

3.  Senior  Play.  The  class  of  1929  presented 
''And  Mary  Did"  for  their  annual  class  play.  The 
benefits  are  for  their  "Washington  Trip." 

4.  Junior  Prom  and  Reception  to  the  Seniors. 
The  class  of  1929  were  very  successful  in  making 
this  function  conform  to  the  regulations  as  outlined 
two  years  ago. 

5.  Sophomore  Prize  Speaking  Contest.  The 
twelfth  annual  Kaley  Prize  Speaking  Contest  was 
held  last  June.  The  four  girls  and  boys  selected  for 
the  final  contest  were :  Leona  Wright,  Dorothy  Far- 
num,  Katherine  Henrickson,  Florence  Robbins,  Don- 
ald Seavey,  Donald  Young,  Keeley  Smith,  Gene 
Griffith.  The  first  prize  of  $10.00  was  won  by  Dor- 
othy Farnum,  second  prize  of  $5.00  by  Gene  Griffith. 
Each  of  the  remaining  contestants  received  $2.50. 
We  plan  to  have  the  contest  this  year  early  in  June. 

6.  Clubs  of  various  kinds  are  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  supplementing  the  regular  work  and  for 
socializing  values. 

7.  Assemblies.  Both  home  room  and  general 
assemblies  are  held  in  which  pupils  and  teachers 
participate. 

8.  Class  Organizations.  Grades  9  to  12  are  or- 
ganized with  the  proper  officers  and  a  class  adviser. 
The  function  of  the  class  adviser  is  to  guide  and 
counsel  the  classes  or  individuals  in  their  undertak- 
ings, to  be  present  at  their  class  meetings  and  to  see 
that  a  true  and  accurate  record  of  the  class  funds 
are  kept.

The  trip 
provided  well  for  the  long  hoped  for  pleasures  and 
enjoyment,  new  and  lasting  experiences,  and  edu- 
cational values  obtained  by  only  a  few  high  school 
classes.  The  class  appreciated  the  interest  and  co- 
operation of  the  townspeople  in  making  their  trip 
possible.  They  also  appreciated  the  courtesies  and 
favors  shown  them  in  Washington  and  New  York  by 
former  Milford  people.

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Physical  Education 

It  is  often  said,  that  the  best  intellectual,  social, 
and  moral  development  of  the  individual  is  impos- 
sible without  first  looking  after  the  individual's 
physical  development;  or  in  short,  "a  strong  mind  in 
a  sound  body"  is  impossible  without  first  obtaining 
the  latter. 

The  first  and  foremost  of  the  seven  main  objec- 
tives of  education  is  health.  Quoting  from  Bulletin 
No.  35,  The  Seven  Cardinal  Principles  of  Secondary 
Education — "Health  needs  can  not  be  neglected 
during  the  period  of  secondary  education  without 
serious  danger  to  the  individual  and  the  race.  The 
secondary  school  should  therefore  provide  health  in- 
struction, inculcate  health  habits,  organize  an  ef- 
fective program  of  physical  activities,  regard  health 
needs  in  planning  work  and  play,  and  co-operate 
with  home  and  community  in  safeguarding  and  pro- 
moting health  interests." 

Quoting  also  from  the  introduction  of  the  newly 
issued  program  of  studies  recommended  for  the 
Public  Schools  of  New  Hampshire,  grades  7  to  12, 
Fourth  Edition  1928 — Health  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion— "Health  education  aims  to  form  and  develop 
the  habits,  attitudes  and  knowledge  in  individuals 
which  will  result  in  individual,  community  and 
racial  health. 

"Physical  education  also  should  contribute  to  all 
phases  of  health  but  its  primary  objectives  are  to 
enable  the  individual  to  achieve  valuable  social, 
mental  and  moral  results  through  participation  in 
physical  activities. 

"Health  and  physical  education  properly  con- 
ducted contributes  through  a  rich  and  varied  pro- 
gram very  directly  to  good  health,  one  of  the  car- 
dinal objectives  of  secondary  education.     Moreover, 
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pupils  find  in  athletic  games  increased  opportunity 
for  wholesome  use  of  leisure  time.  Habitual  play- 
ing of  athletic  games  during  school  days  is  often 
carried  over  into  adult  life. 

"Courage,  endurance,  strength,  self-control,  re- 
sponsiveness to  leadership  and  co-operation  in  work- 
ing for  a  common  goal  are  essential  attributes  of  the 
good  citizen  as  well  as  of  the  successful  participant 
in  physical  activities. 

"Engaging  in  a  program  of  physical  education 
should  develop  that  base  bodily  vigor  which  is  so 
necessary  for  successful  pursuit  of  a  vocation. 

"On  the  playing  fields  pupils  have,  in  the  words 
of  the  Headmaster  of  Harrow  School,  to  take  'the 
sweet  and  bitter  as  the  sweet  and  bitter  come,  and 
always  play  the  game.'  The  mastery  of  such  les- 
sons is  an  integral  part  of  ethical  character. 

"Pupils  taught  in  school  to  engage  in  sports  and 
athletic  games  often  transfer  these  activities  to  the 
home,  enlist  the  active  participation  of  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  and  thereby  contribute  to  worthy 
home  membership." 

I  believe  there  should  be  some  earnest  consid- 
eration given  to  the  needs  and  desirability  of  con- 
structing a  gymnasium  at  the  high  school  building 
in  order  that  a  much  more  effective  program  of 
health  and  physical  education  may  be  carried  out. 

Conclusion 

Milford  High  School  program  of  studies  is  gen- 
eral and  specific  enough  to  meet  the  entrance  re- 
quirements of  any  college.  This  will  involve  some 
advanced  planning  and  much  hard  conscientious 
studying  on  the  part  of  the  pupil. 

However,  the  meeting  of  college  entrance  re- 
quirments  is  not  the  major  function  of  public  high 
school  work.  The  real  function  is  to  fit  the  individual 
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to  make  the  most  of  his  life  and  to  create  in  him  a 
sense  of  responsibility  for  the  betterment  of  society. 

Should  a  gymnasium  be  added  to  Milford's 
school  buildings  and  equipment,  I  believe  she  would 
then  have  educational  facilities  equalled  perhaps 
by  a  few  but  surpassed  by  no  town  of  its  size  and 
wealth. 

Finally,  the  Headmaster  wishes  to  express  his 
appreciation  to  all  school  officials,  teachers,  pupils, 
and  citizens  for  their  co-operation  and  help  during 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bales,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Milf ord,  N.  H. : 

The  following  is  my  second  report  of  health 
work  in  Milford  schools,  it  being  the  eleventh  year 
of  this  work. 

The  usual  medical  inspection  was  carried  on  last 
fall  by  Dr.  W.  H.  W.  Hinds,  the  nurse  assisting.  Dr. 
Hinds'  report  gives  a  tabulated  account  of  the  phy- 
sical defects. 

Statistics  this  year  show  a  favorable  decrease  in 
the  number  of  defective  teeth  as  compared  with  last 
year.  However,  there  still  remains  a  great  many  in 
need  of  attention.  Parents  are  urged  to  do  their  ut- 
most to  secure  dental  treatment  for  the  school  child. 

The  eye  and  ear  tests  have  been  completed  suc- 
cessfully by  the  teachers.  The  total  report  for  the 
above  is  as  follows:  Defective  vision  90,  defective 
hearing  7. 

In  averaging  the  height  and  weight  records  I 
find  that  there  are  121  pupils  ten  per  cent  or  more 
under  weight. 

Health  talks  and  rules  of  health  have  been  given 
occasionally  in  the  schools.  At  intervals  classroom 
and  individual  inspections  are  made  for  cleanliness. 
Through  the  interests  of  the  teachers  health  posters 
have  been  made  by  the  pupils. 

Milford  has  been  fortunate  this  year  in  avoiding 
outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases. 

There  is  much  to  be  accomplished  in  the  correc- 
tion of  physical  defects.  The  advancement  of  this 
work  can  be  made  possible  only  with  the  earnest  co- 
operation of  parents  with  the  teachers  and  school 
nurse.

Of  the  deaths  in  town  in  1928,  27  were  carried  out  of  town 
for  'burial:  Boston,  Mass.,  1;  Lowell,  Mass.,  1;  Norwood,  Mass., 
1;  Quincy,  Mass.,  1;  Amherst,  N.  H.,  12;  Wilton,  N.  H.,  2;  Mer- 
rimack, N.  H.,  1;  Nashua,  N.  H.,  1;  Keene,  N.  H.,  1;  Hancock, 
N.  H.,  1;  South  Weare,  N.  H.,  1;  Peterboro,  N.  H.,  1;  North 
Haverhill,  N.  H.,  1;  West  Claremont,  N.  H.,  1;  Hudson,  N.  H.,  1. 

Fourteen  were  brought  from  away  for  burial.  Some  were 
long  ago  residents.  Of  the  56  deaths  recorded,  3  were  between 
90  and  100;  14  between  80  and  90;  8  between  70  and  80;  10  be- 
tween 60  and  70;  6  between  50  and  60;  6  between  40  and  50;  1 
between  30  and  40;  and  8  under  30.  Of  these  deaths  28  were 
male  and  28  female.  One  or  both  parents  of  20  were  born  in 
other  countries. 

The  vital  statistics  of  a  town  are  one  of  its  most  important 
records,  not  merely  for  today  but  for  generations  to  come.  If 
everyone  would  see  to  it  that  the  records  of  their  own  families 
were  fully  and  correctly  filled  out  on  the  Marriage,  Birth,  and 
Death  certificates  when  handed  in,  it  might  be  of  great  use  to 
them  or  their  descendants  at  some  future  day,  and  a  great  help 
to  us  in  making  out  the  records  of  today.
